A judge is obviously interested in a case and disqualified to hear it where the right to his or her position is actually in question 


or the length of his or her term is involved.! However, once the question involving the judge's seat has been decided by the 
highest court, his or her interest therein becomes so remote that the judge may be considered competent to pass upon it when 


it is raised again.” In addition, judges having an interest in the length of their terms of office may still adjudicate a matter that 


directly affects them, if required to do so by the rule of necessity.”
